The Matter Will Be Settled For City 


Election. 


The fight against the Lowell redistrlct- 


ing bill will.be made in the courts the 
latter part of next week, or the first of the 
following week. 


The bill Hsolf and the circumstances 


connected with its passage together with 
the work of redislricting as outlined and 
passed upon by a convention of republi- 
can aldermen and councilmen have been 
laid before the best lawyers In the state 
and their opinion Is, that the redistricting 
act Is illegal and will not stand a test in 
court. 


The plan is to enter the case In court 


-just as soon as possible so that a hearing 
will be granted and a decision reached In 
time for city election. 


First of all the lawyers In behalf of the 


democratic city committee will apply to 
the courts for a writ of mandamus to re- 
strain the registrars from preparing a sec- 
ond list of voters arranged in accordance 
with ths new ward lines and to be used at 
tho city election. 
- -

. 


Then a writ of "certiorari" or a writ of 


review will be asked for, and under this 
the courts will review the whole work of 
redistricting as carried out by a republi- 
can legislature and a republican 
city 


council. 


Ten or eleven years ago, a redistricting 


bill, passed the legislature under similar 
circumstances and the following year 
when the legislature commenced the work 
of reapportioume.il in the state, they dis- 
covered a very peculiar and somewhat 
complicated state of affairs, inasmuch as 
it would require two separate checklists in 
the same city or town to carry out the 
provisions of the acts for redistricting and 
reapportionraent. 


The matter was taken to the courts and 


it was decided that the legislature had by 
its own acts made necessary the use of 
two lists. The result was that the legisla- 
ture found it necessary to repeal the ac- 
tion taken by tha previous house and 
senate. , 


Now the republicans are not so san- 


guine when they see that the local demo- 
cracy is determined to take a stand for its 
rights and even the leaders of the local 
G. 0. P. fear that after all, their labors 
may have buen In vain and the whole re- 
districting act, to which they devoted so 
much time and such untiring efforts, may 
yet bu declared Illegal.

STORY IS FALSE 


NO Promises Were Made 


by President 


TO VETO MEASURES FAVORING 


CUBAN INTERESTS. 


England is Basking Up 
Spain in 


Cuba. 


S-, Oct. 20.—Some attention 


Kns attracted in "Washington yesterday by 
Madrid dispatches comins via Habana 
nlloging that the president had promised 
the Spanish minister to veto any action 
by congress favorable to the Cubans. It 
can be stated positively that no such prom- 
ise has been made, and that such a prom- 
ise would be so irregular and unpre- 
cedented as. to be beyond .the rauge of 
probabilities. The story can be set down 
as one intended to encourage the loyal ele- 
ment in Cuba. 


Minister de Lome says he has made no 


report .to the government to the effect 
that he had assurances that President 
Cleveland would.. veto any congressional 
resolution granting belligerent rights to 
the Cuban insurgents. "I have made no 
such report, or anything akin to ic," said 
the minister. 


He added that it must be evident to 


those having an intelligent understand- 
ing of the course of public affairs that uo 
such assurunees'of a president's veto could 
be given him before legislation had been 
inaugurated by congress or hud reached 
thepiecucive branch of thu Rovernment. 


The minister pointed out" that there is 


some apprehension as to his reports to his 
government on tho question of tho policy 
of the United States as TO restoring seized 
arms to those suspected of being insur- 
gents. 


A cable dispatch reports the Spanish 


minister of foreign affairs as saying that 
the-'United States hud given assurances 
that seized arms would not be restored to 
filibuster suspects until they had sued for 
them and had thus established 
their 
ownership. 


Da JLome Hsu Doubts. 


There is evidently, Minister de Lome 


said, some misunderstanding of what the 
minister of foreign affairs said. 
The. 


United States has held seized arms until 
proofs were offered of their ownership, 
but no suits were Instituted. In the case 
of the arms taken at Wilmington, Del., 
they remained for nearly two months, 
theCLft shipmaster presented papers show- 
ing on their face that they were his. 
Senor de Lome was satisfied of tho ir- 
resrultfrity of. the claim, yet as'tho^iiapers. 
made out a prims facie case of ownership 
the United States released the arms. 
Senor de Lome says he does not question 
the regularity of this course, although he 
has information convincing him that tho 
arms ultimately got back to the filibusters. 


In the case of arms taken from Cedar 


Keys, Fla., tba marshal has published a 
notice that tho owners must establish 
their rights to the arms by a given day, or 
else they will bo forfeited to the United 
States. These facts indicate the policy 
pursued by The United States in the resto- 
ration of arms, and It U this matter which 
Senor de Lome has made known to the 
Madrid authorities.

Fred Williams made another reference to 
Governor Greenlialge's attitude -on the 
school question. lie stated , that ho hud 
not been able to get the governor to make 
any allusion to the attitude of the A.I'.A. 
in trying to prevent tho employment of 
Catholic teachers in tho public schools. 
Mr. Williams said: 


Will He Explain? 


Last night, however, by indirection, he 


seems to n;e to bo appealing for the sym- 
pathy of this organization, which adopts 
ns its badge and symbol what it ca!ls~"a 
little red schoolbousn," and refers to viola- 
tors of the little rod schoolhouac as public 
enemies. Will His Excellency explain just 
•ffluU l.-e means by such language, aud ac- 
cept my assurance that I am utterly un- 
able to understand the significance o: his 
words? 


I tlo not know any enemies of the public 


schools In tho state of Massachusetts, ex- 
cept those who would attempt to make It 
sectarian o( any religious faith. 
That 


thf>ro are no enemies of the public schools 
in my parly, [ sincerely believe, and Hit 
Excellancy does not venture to deny it. 


I do, however, stand aghast at the pro- 


posal openly made by a secret political or- 
ganization in this state to exclude from our 
public school system those who give their 
allegiance to the Catholic faith. 
Tlie 


proposition is alarming and 'threaten- 
ing. 
I cannot conceive any other result 


than to disrupt our public school system 
aud 
remove 
from 
the 
ranks 
of 


the 
pupils 
the 
children 
of 
all 


Catholic citizens 
who should be 
in- 


sulted and humiliated by nn organized 
effort to prevent teachers of that faith 
from taking up the duty of teaching in 
our statn. I had not supposed that any 
organization would be BO bold as to make 
such a gross, dastardly attack upon the 
non-sectarian character 
of our public 


school system. 


I say now, with a sense of solemn re- 


sponsibility, to Governor Greenhalge, that 
If lie lias himself a feeling of loyalty to 
our public schools, he cannot afford to 
temporize with an organization which de- 
clares war upon tho sacred system of pop- 
ular, non-sectarian education of Massa- 
chusetts. If the organs and leaders of 
this 
movement within the 
republican 


party will absolutely disclaim the authen- 
ticity of this declaration, and any such 
purpose on their part, I will gladly ac- 
knowledge such evidence. But surely the 
governor of Massachusetts has a "duty 
which extends beyond his candidacy for 
rv-ulectton, and his voico Js more potent 
than mine, and his obligation higher and 
more sacred. 
As governor of the com- 


monwealth, he represents the thousands 
of Catholic teachers and tho many honest. 
Catholics who aro serving npon the school 
committees of cities and towns. 
His si- 


lence Is unjustifiable, it seems to me, and 
much more so Is his use of a symbol with 
which this order Is identified. 


Ked or Tfhlto. 


Let me speak as a man of largo exper- 


ience with the public schools of Massa- 
chusetts—as a pupil, a teacher and a 
school commltteeman—that I see in that 
symbol an indication that it does not be- 
long to Massachusetts, and that it is im- 
ported from some quarter that represents 
other views and other systems than the 
public school system of Massachusetts. 
AVhy, I beg to ask, is the symbol of this 
order a red schoolhouse? I have travelled 
up and down this commonwealth for many 
yearf and I do not recall a single school- 
house which is painted red. 
The white 


schoolhouse represents the Massachusetts 
institution and more fittingly, indeed, as 
it is the emblem of purity, rather than the 
emblem of bloody controversy. 
I stand 


by the white schoolhouse of Massachu- 
setts, which lias been purified in tho at- 
mosphere of onr constitution, which may 
well bear above tho. white flag of onr na- 
tive state, which means peace and good 
spirit among 
the 
worshippers at all 


shrines and tho sons and daughters of any 
nationality. 


The Governor Defied. 


I defy Governor Greenhalge or any of 


his followers to show in the ranks of my 
party anyone who would smooch or spot 
the pure white of the Massachusetts pub- 
lic school. And I say to Ills Excellency 
that I stand at the head of a party that is 
willingto shed red blood if need bo in tho 
defence of our non-sectarian 
school?, in 


tho defence of liberty of worship to ail 
men, and to hold puro and unsullied the 
white of that flag which was borne by 
Catholics and Protestants aliko over the 
red fields of the civil war. 


But the battle for the maintenance of 


our school system must be fought at tl 
ballot box. 
It is a matter of political 


controversy, and I have no doubt will re- 
main so. But the time when the effective 
blow may be struck is upon tho first ap- 
pearance of tin; enemy, That enemy now 
stands intrenched within the walls of 
your parly, your Excellency, and it Is for 
you and your party to drive them from 
your midst or you cannot 
escape the re- 


sponsibility for the evils which they may 
do.

interests. Every American missionary in 
the city will stato this to bo false. Not 
one American missionary in Asia Minor 
has been injured during this terriblestrife, 
though moru numerous thun thoso of all 
Kurupc. 


To protect them against a two-fold dan- 


ger I have rcmuiued for months, with 
leave of absence granted. Tho attack on 
my personal relations with tho sultan de- 
serves only contempt. They havo not en- 
dangered tho security of missionaries. 
Such attacks nro inspired by secret so- 
cieties of Armenians, whose method of as- 
sassination Ilev. Dr. Hamlin exposed in 
The Independent of December, ISUil. 


Non-intervention J'olicy. 


I have for months kept a Turkish guard 


to protect an American professor in a 
missionary college against threatened as- 
sarfsinatiou by emissaries of the secret so- 
cioilus. They cannot understand and re- 
sent my observance of our established 
policy of non-iuttrvuntion here. 


I havo never failed to rescue from prison 


every Armenian when arrested \vho boro 
an American passport. Among them were 
known revolutionists. 
Tu expose 
the 


assassins of reputation has become a duty. 


For the misguided Armenian I havo 


only pity, but the American journal that 
publishes a slander to impair the influence 
of its country's minister at a distant court 
Trill be rebuked by American patriotism 
and tho American press, regardless of 
party.

The Matter Will Be Settled For City 


ElectioQ. 


The fi^ht against the Lowell redlstrict- 


ing bill will bu made in the courts 
the 


latter part of next week, or tin; first of the 
following week. 


The bill itself and the circumstances 


connected with its passage together with 
the work of redistricting as outlined and 
passed upon by a convention of republi- 
can aldermen ami councilman have been 
laid before the bust lawyers in the state 
and their opinion is, that the redistricting 
act is Illegal aiid will not stand a test In 
court. 


The plan is to enter the case in court 


just aa soon as possible so that a hearing 
will !>e granted and a decision reached in 
time for city election. 


First of all the lawyers in behalf of the 


democratic city committee will apply to 
the courts for a writ of mandamus to re- 
strain the registrar?, from preparing :i sec- 
ond list of voters arranged in accordance 
with the new ward lines and to be used at 
the city election. 


Then a writ of "certiorari" or a writ of 


review will be asked for, and under this 
the courts will review the whole work of 
redibtriciing as carried out by a republi- 
can legislature and a republican 
city 


council. 


Ten or eleven years ago, a redlstricting 


bill, passed the legislature under similar 
circumstances and the 
following year 


when the legislature commenced the work 
of reapportionment in the state, they dis- 
covered a very peculiar and somewhat 
complicated state of affairs, inasmuch as 
it would require two separate checklists in 
thy same city or town to carry out the 
provisions of the acts for rodiatricting and 
reapportionment. 


The matter was taken to the courts and 


it was decided thai the legislature had by 
its own acts made necessary the use of 
two lists. The result was that the legisla- 
ture found it necessary -to repeal the ac- 
tion taken by the previous house and 
senate.

It seems to me somewhat unfortunate 


for Gov. Greenhalge that lie was obliged 
to make his argument in favor of state 
police control at the dinner of the republi- 
can club in Boston the other night from 
the same platform with Theodore Roose- 
velt, the distinguished representative of 
police reform in the city of Xew York. 
Evidently the Inconsistency between the 
position which he was advocating and the 
lesson, of .Mr. Koosevelt'a recent record, 
which was 10 enthusiastically approved by 
the members of the republican. club, did 
not occur to the governor. • 


"In what fitter presence," he asked, 


"than in that of the great police commis- 
sioner of the metropolis of Xaw York can 
I speak of the pollen system of Massachu- 
setts as presented in the cities of Hostoa 
and Fall River today?" 


The Governor seems to have forgotten 


tho history of the control of the police 
force of "jTew York city as completely as 
he has forgotten the fac:t that when the 
Boston police bill was before the legisla- 
ture In 18S5, as an independent represen- 
tative voting Ills honest convictions, he 
consistently opposed the.adoption of the 
measure which he now praises. 
The pol- 


icy of managing the police force of Xew 
York city through a commission appoint- 
ed by the governor of the state was long 
since tried in N«w York and abandoned 
as a failure; and surely the governor will 
not cluim that the conditions prevailing in 
tb.8 city of 'Sew York, either In respect to 
the alze or character of the population, or 
to tho methods of political organization, 
are such as to render the problem of local 
self-government easier there than it is in 
the city of Boston. .- 


Every argument that can be advanced 


in^support of the present state police sys- 
tem in the city of Bojton could be used 
with tenfold force in support of the con- 
trol of the police force of the city of New 
York by officials selected by the governor 
at Albany. 


Yet the experience of ~Saw York city 


has so thoroughly discredited such a sys- 
tem that with all the diversity of opinion 
prevailing there upon political matters, 
and.with all the different reform proposi- 
tions which are advocated, the one propos- 
al which would find no respectable sup- 
port would be that of returning to the 
system of state police control. 
More 


than that, the efforts of all the friends 
of police reform in' the city of New 
York, from Dr. Parkhurst down, and in- 
cluding Mr. Roosevelt himself, are ear- 
nestly directed to securing the repeal of 
state legislation, wliich hampers the con- 
trol of the Dolice force by the commission- 
ers appointed by the mayor.
